Proseoution's Witnesses Strengthen 
Cliai'ge Against Aged Motlier, 


STAINS WERE ALL BLOOD SPOTS 


Allentowu, Pa., Jan. 19—The chain 
of circumstantial evidence which tho 
commonwealth Is attempting to forgo 
around Mrs. Catharine Bechtel» charg- 
ed with being an accossory after the 
fact in tho murder of hor daughter 
Mabel, was greatly 
strengthened 
by 
the witu'^sses called by the prosecution. 
And, coupled wltK this, what little was 
left of the fair name of the dead girl 
was completely wiped out by thé testi- 
mony of Alois Eckstein, who was will- 
ing to overlook her Xaults and mnko, 
the-pretty wayward girl his wifo. His 
story of the intimacy of himself and 
other men with 
Mabel Bechtol was 


shocking. 


Eckstein was called to the stand 
and 
said 
that 
four 
years 
ago 
he 
"picked 
up" 
Mabel 
Bechtel 
on 
the 
street and went home with her, and 
had been kc^eping company with her 
ever since. 
The attorney then led him 
directly to tho Sunday night when Ma- 
bel Bechtel is supposed to have been 
killed. 
Eckstein said he had called 
at the house and visited with Mabel 
all afternoon, and that they made taffy, 
then at 5.3^ thoy had supper, and Ma- 
bel Avent upstairs to dress. When she 
came dovrn sh*^ talked in a merry mood 
with Myj'tha. who, she said, was wait- 
ing for her beau, while she was going 
out to meet her beau. 
When asked 
by her mother who she meant, Mabel 
said t>ho <. 'aiU Weisenbergor. 


Eckr-tein then told of the visit ho 
made to the Bechtel home on Monday 
night to get the answer that 
Mabel 
had promised him. 
He found at homo 
Mrs. Beoiitel, Tom and Charles. 
"Plow did tliey receive you?" 
"Well, much 
cooler than ever be- 
fore. 
I noticed that Mrs. Bechtel look- 
ed at me lïT a peculiar way; in fact, 
thoy ab acted queer."

The deceased minister 
served as nastor for eight congregations 
in Adams county for the past four years 
and was greatly beloved by all.

RUSSIA NOW 
TALKING PEACE 


London Hears Spocial Council Declares 
War Should Be Avoided. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 18. — Emperor 
Nicholas’ pacific uttorancos made dur­ 
ing the New Year’s reception at tho 
winter palace in St. Petersburg, Thurs­ 
day last, together with the favorable 
comments of the foreign press, which 
have been reproduced here, have creat­ 
ed a splendid impression and havt? also 
had a good effect in perceptibly dimin­ 
ishing the war talk in army and navy 
circles, which were qilick to take their 
cue from the assurances coming from 
the throne.

The czar continues to talk peace, and 
the dowager czarina, in conversation, 
remarked: “War is a horrible thing.

fcurino, the Japanese minister: “War 
now would only be disastrous to bcth 
countries. 
Owing to the geographical 
sih ation an armed conflict would re­ 
sult in a great drain of the men and 
treasure of both Japan and Russia 
without being decisive.

STAINS WERE ALL BLOOD SPOTS 


Allentown, Pa., Jan, 19 —The chain 
of circumstantial evidence which tho 
commonwealth is attempting to forgo 
around Mrs. Catharine Bechtel, charg­ 
ed with being an accessory after the 
fact in tho murder of her daughter 
Mabel, was greatly strengthened by 
the witnesses called by the prosecution. 
And, coupled with, this, what little was 
left of the fair name of the dead girl 
was completely wiped out by thé testi­ 
mony of Alois Eckstein, who was will­ 
ing to overlook her iaults and make ( 
the- pretty wayward girl his wifo. His 
story of the intimacy of himself and 
other men with 
Mabel Bechtel waa 
shocking. 
Eckstein was called to the stand 
and 
said 
that four years ago he 
“picked up” Mabel Bechtel on the 
street and went home with her, and 
had been keeping company with her 
ever since. The attorney then led him 
directly to tho Sunday night when Ma­ 
bel Bechtel is supposed to have been | 
killed. 
Eckstein said he had called 
at the house and visited with Mabel 
all afternoon, and that they made taffy, 
then at 5.3* they had suppor, and Ma­ 
bel went upstairs to dress. When she 
came down sh^ talked iu a merry mood 
with Myrtha. who, she said, was wait­ 
ing for her beau, while she was going 
out to meet her beau. 
When asked 
by her mother who she meant, Mabel 
said bho i. ‘ant Weisenbergcr. 
Eckrtein then told of the visit he 
made to the Bechtel home on Monday 
night to get the answer that Mabel 
had promised him. He found at homo 
Mrs. Bechtel, Tom and Charles. 
“Plow did they receive you?" 
“Well, much cooler than ever be­ 
fore. I noticed that Mrs. Bechtel look­ 
ed at me ixr a peculiar way; in fact, 
they alj acted queer.” 
“Ho1,; did_ ti.r y a^t?" 
"Well, Î stepped into the kitcheb tb 
get a drink of water, and ihen went 
on into the bad? yard. 
I didn’t know 
Charlie was in the back yard, but I 
met him comiug up the steps, and 
when I sp^ke to .him he said gruilly 
that he war 
ai.d was going to bed. 
It seemed as if thoy wanted to get 
rid of me. Tom sat in the kitchen near 
the door reading a paper. He kept 
watching every move I made. 
“On Tuesday,” continued Eckstein, 
“I went to we factory to work, and 
one of the boys telephoned me that 
I had better go to the Bechtel home, 
as my girl was dead. 
I hurried there 
and found there M.rs; Bechtel, Myrtha, 
Mrs. Brobfit, Mrs. Mitchell and John 
Bechtel. I tried to comfort Mrs. Bech­ 
tel, and then she told me tho story 
about the^dogs barking, about the men 
carrying the bundle, and* about the 
clothes of Mabel being found- on the 
chair in the parlor. I asked her where 
the clothes were, and she said she had 
carried them upstairs. Directly after 
this

downstairs 
tho 
beaver hat, the tan coat and shoes 
and put them on the chair in the par­ 
lor, where Mrs. IW'hteJ said she had 
found them. 
Just then Tom came In 
and began to cry. I said, Mohn, it's too 
bad!

Eckstein then-told about taking sirp- 
per with the family on Tuesday night 
and; afterwards of his arrest, 
When 
he got to jail the witness said he pro* 
tested against being locked up, whe*i 
he heard a. vo4ce from another ce.»A 
caiiing; 
“Jesus!

a f r a i d 
they’ve got me, loo.” 
“I wanted very much to ’go to tha 
funeral, but Tom said he never couk?> 
face it.

He ¿uï/1 that at one time 
Mabel went driving wim another man, 
and that her mc th r said: °M«ke ail , 
the money you can o*it of him.” Eck­

to take her uptown. Ho admitted tc 1- 
ing her: “Mabel, if you Hop on tan**- 


lidng me like this I will bo in the 
grave, but tf you do not take care you 
will get there before me.” 
“Did you strike, threaten and ©vet? 
bito Mabel because she did not like 
you and because she went with other 
men?” 
Eckstein did not give a direct an­ 
swer to this question, saying: “I diet 
not call it quarreling. I was merely giv­ 
ing her advice.” 
Miss Hilda Dreisbach, wiio lives next 
door, testified flmt sho retired at 1 ‘JO 
a. m, on October 25, tho night Mabel 
Bechtel is supposed to have been mur* 
dored. She did hot hear dogs barking 
Neither did slie hear a carriage drl 
up to the rear of the Bechtel home, 
Sylvester Helfrich testified that hr > 
had engaged Tom Bechtel to cut cori \ 
for him on October 26 and 27. He sate [ 
Tom cut his hand, but did not bandage 
i t This, the defense claims, account« . 
for the blood spots on Tom’s cloth­ 
ing. 
After these witnesses had been dis­ 
posed of the battle of experts began. 
Dr. John Lear, a biological expert of 
Muhlenberg ^College, testified to finding 
human blood, on the ingrain carp«»t, 
bolsters and sheets from Tom's b«'d, 
wash rag, two aprons, Mabel's stot k 
inss, skirts, waist, undcrvost, on the 
grooved head of the hatchet, Tom’* . 
overalls, wall paper and on five of the 
collar steps. Efforts, he said, had b< t»n , 
made to wash the stains from the in ­ 
grain carpet and bolster. On cross-ex­ 
amination he said it was impossible to . 
tell the age of blood. In the examina­ 
tion of this witness the defense was as­ 
sisted by Dr. Alvin Davidson, professor 
of chemistry at Lafayette College* who 
tried to attack Dr. Lear's methods of 
blood examination.

It should be fastened to 
a bench or table. To make two gravi­ 
ty batteries, get a preserve Jar which 
is about three or three and one-half 
inches in diameter r.nd about seven 
inches lu height. 
Cut off the neck. 
Now get two pieces of copper (flat) 
about two and one-half Inches long, 
one Inch wide and one-eighth of an 
inch thick. Cut a slot in the centre of 
each (Figs. 1 and 2), so they w’ill fit 
together, as In Fig. 3. 
After you have fitted them together, 
fasten a covered wire to one end of 
this—the wire to reach out of the Jar— 
as In Fig. 4. 
Next get a flat piece of *inc and cut 
it into the shape of Fig. 5, and bend 
It like Fig. 0. This zinc should not be 
quite so w’ide as your jar. The diame­ 
ter of the round part of the zinc should 
be about one-half inch smaller than 
the diameter of the jar. 
Place the copper cross on the bottom 
of the jar. Now put in one pound of 
bhie vitriol. 
(It costs ten cents a 
pound.) Next put the zinc In the jar, 
after fastening a short wire of two or 
three inches to the end resting on the 
top of the jar. Pour in water till the 
zinc is covered to the depth of one-half 
Inch. 
Do not let the zinc touch the 
copper. It will work as soon as made, 
but It will work at Its best in four 
days. 
This battery will last about two 
months. 
It should be set in a cool 
place. 
If you put up the wire between two 
houses you need to use glass Insula­ 
tors and wooden brackets These cost 
three cents apiece

BLUEING WITH INDIGO. 
With a little care and a bag of indi« 
go white clothes can easily be made to 
assume the pearly tint which was their 
ordinary character in the households 
of our grandmothers. 
Indigo merely 
tints the clothes, instead of dyeing 
them, as the modern bluebag does, and 
leaves no mysterious spots of iron rust 
caused by the use of Prussian blue in 
manufactyred blueings. 
Neither does 
iiKligo streak the clothes when prop^ 
erly used. 
Tie the indigo in a thin 
Lag, lay it in a small bowl or basin and 
pour boiling water over it. 
When it 
is thoroughly scalded squeeze it, and 
pour the liquid thus obtained into a 
tub of clear water. 
Do not plunge a 
larfje number of pieces into the blue« 
ing water at once, but blue and wring 
each piece separately, and hang It up 
immediately to dry. 
It is not neces­ 
sary to blue clothes every time they 
are washed. Every other time is suf* 
ficient. 
The indigo may be obtained 
from a druggist.

CARE OF CLOTHES. 
For taking spots out of cloth it if 
best to have at hand the necessary ma. 
terials, as it is much easier to remove 
spots when they are new' than when 
they become old and dr.v. 
Benzine. 
,_asoline and naphtha are all good. A 
little pioce of plain white flannel oi 
some very fast dye cloth is best to ap 
ply this with, or in the absence of this 
you might use an old sponge. 
The care of gloves may be best sub 
served b.v the observance of a few 
simple rules, says Haberdasher. Keep 
them in tissue paper. Don’t pull them 
out of shape. It is no test of quality 
and spoils their beauty. 
Glove powder freely used is the 
price of a pair of gloves in many cases 
A perspiring hand forced into a dry 
glove—often one or two 
sizes 
toe 
small—will usually come out the least 
uninjured, and the blame will be as 
unfair as the treatment.

Most housekeepers know how inval- 
uable newspapers are for packing away 
the winter clothing, the printing ink 
acting as a defiance to the 
stoutest 
moth as successfully as camphor or tar 
paper. For this reason newspapers are 
invaluable under the carpet, laid over 
the regular carpet paper. 
The most 
valuable quality of newspapers in the 
kitchen, however, is their ability to 
keep out the air. It is well known that 
Ice completely enveloped in newspapers 
so that all air is shut out, will keep 
a longer time than under other condi- 
tions, and that a pitcher of ice water 
laid in a newspaper with the ends of 
paper twisted together to exclude the 
air, will remain all night in any sum- 
mer room with scarcely any percepti- 
ble melting of the ice. 
These facts 
should be utilized oftcner than they are 
in the care of the sick at night. In 
freezing ice cream, when ice.is scarce, 
pack the freezer only three-quarters full 
of ice and salt, and finish with news- 
papers, and quality of the cream is not 
perceptible from the result where the 
freezer is packed full of ice. After re- 
moving the dasher it is better to cork 
up the cream and cover it tightly with 
a packing of newspapers than to use 
more ice. The newspapers retain the 
cold readily in the ice better than a 
packing of cracked ice and salt which 
must have crevices ito admit the air,— 
Young Ladles' Journal, 
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Cake Without Eggs.—Beat four level 
tablesponfuls of butter to a cream; add 
one and one-fourth cupfuls of sugar; 
when well mixed add one cupful of 
milk, alternating with two cupfuls of 
flour; beat thoroughly; add a pinch of 
salt, two level teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, and one teaspoon of 
fla\orlng; 
turn into buttered cake pan, and bake 
In a moderate oven twenty minutes. 


Browned Turnip.—Peel the 
turnip, 
cut In slices crosswise, put Into boil- 
ing water and cook until tender; when 
nearly tender add salt to season; then 
drain in a colander; piit a little but- 
ter in a frying pan; sprinkle the turnip 
with a little flour; add to it the hot 
butter; sprinkle over one tablespoon of 
granulated sugar; stir and turn until 
the slices are browned; sprinkle with 
salt, pepper, and serve. 


Delicate Muifins.—Cream three level 
tablespoonfuls of butter; add to it two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar; separate two 
eggs; beat the white; add them to 
the yolks unbeaten; to the butter and 
sugar add one .cupful of milk, half a 
tea&poonful of salt, two cupfuls of flour, 
four level teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der and the eggs; fill greased muffin 
pans two-thirds full, and bake twenty 
minutes in a quick oven, 


Stev/ed Beefsteak.—Have a 
steak 
from the upper round cut one and a 
hdlf inches thick. It will 
probably 
v/eigh from two and one-quarter to two 
and one-half pounds; have one table- 
spoon of butter in a large fryingpan; 
lay in the steak and brown flulckly on 
both Bides; 
then add stock to cover 
and on9 tablespoon of chopped onion, 
one tea&poon of sweet herbs or any 
seasoning .desired and one cup of can- 
ned tomatoes, using the solid tomato, 
cutting them in pieqes; covor closely 
and simmer one hour and a half, or 
until tender; put the steak on a heated 
platter and thicken the liquid in the 
pan with browned flour; pour over the 
£eat and 6prii\kio with finely chopped 
parsley.

BLUEING WITH 
INDIGO. 


With a little care and a bag of indi- 
go white clothes can easily be made to 
assume the pearly tint which was their 
ordinary character in the households 
of our grandmothers. 
Indigo merely 
tints the clothes, instead of dyeing 
them, as the modern bluebag does, and 
leaves no mysterious spots of iron rust 
caused by the use of Prussian blue in 
manufactured blueings. 
Neither does 
indigo streak the clothes when prop- 
erly used. 
Tie the indigo in a thin 
Lag, lay it in a small bowl or basin and 
pour boiling water over it. 
When it 
is thoroughly scalded squeeze it, and 
pour the liquid thus obtained into a 
tub of clear water. 
Do not plunge a 
large number of pieces into the blue- 
ing water at once, but blue and wring 
each piece separately, and hang it up 
immediately to dry. 
It is not neces- 
sary to blue clothes every time they 
are washed. 
Every other time is suf- 
ficient. 
The indigo may be obtained 
from a druggist.

CARE OF CLOTHES. 
For taking spots out of cloth it ii 
best to have at hand the necessary ma.

they become old and dry. 
Benzine, 
^asoline and naphtha are all good. A 
little piece of plain white flannel oi 
some very fast dye cloth is best to ap 
ply this with, or in the absence of this 
you might use an old sponge. 


The care of gloves may be best sub 
served by the observance of a few 
simple rules, says Haberdasher. Keep 
them In tissue paper. Don't pull them 
out of shape. It is no test of quality 
and spoils their beauty. 


Glove powder freely used is the 
price of a pair of gloves in many oases 
A perspiring hand forced into a dry 
glove—often one or 
two 
sizes 
toe 
small—will usually come out the leasi 
uninjured, and the blame will be at 
unfair as the treatment. 


If you send your clothes out to bf 
done up be sure that you select a hand 
laundry. 
Machine work and acldf 
make short work of fine clothes. SkirtF 
collars and cuffs should be done up 
without gloss. Insist on the domestic 
finish. 
Have your poke and wing col- 
lars ironed flat, not curled. 


All clothing should be carefully hunp 
up, and if you will study your closet 
and use the modern appliances, which 
are easily procured, you j?an keep a 
great deal of clothing in good conditior 
in a very small space. 
The cheap 
twisted-wire 
coat 
racks 
are 
good 
enough. 
On these put the waistcoat 
and then over the waistcoat put the 
coat. 
There are also patent trousei 
nangers, 
which 
keep 
the 
trousers 
pressed in shape, but it is much easlei 
to fold your trousers properly and lay 
them in the bottom of your chest or in 
a long drawer. 


A piece of paper should be put be- 
tween each pair of trousers, and it will 
not hurt them if they have to be fold 
ed once. In lightweight suitings, such 
homespuns and flannels, it is much 
better to lay the trousers out flat in a 
draw than to hang them up. All cloth- 
ing should be carefully brushed and 
kept as free from dust as possible.

FERTILIZER FOR ORCHARDS. 
Scientists and practical orchardists 
are generally agreed on the great value 
of well-rotted barnyard manure as the 
best for an apple orchard, says a Gov- 
ernment bulletin. 
It not only supplies 
humus, but it contains a large per cent, 
of other necessary nutritive elements 
for maintaining health, vigor and fruit- 
fulness of tree and development of 
qualities for a fine fruit product, 
But 
as the stock of this sort of manure is 
not always suífícient for tho general de. 
mand. other agents have to be resorted 
to, and next in value and in a concen- 
trated form are unleached wood ashes, 
which will supply to a great extent 
the necessary element of plant growth 
It Is maintained by some autJiorities 
that one ton of unieached wood ashes 
contains as much plant nutriment as 
five tons of ordinary barn manure, and 
whenever obtainable ashes should be 
used in preference to any other fértil- 
Izer. There are many kinds of manu- 
factured fertilizers, some or which arc 
valuable for special soils, but to de- 
termine just which brand to use is a 
little dlfiicult to decide without know- 
ing Avhat elements are lacking in the 
soil. 
The three elements most com- 
monly deficient in soil are nitrogen, 
potash and phosphoric acid, and chem- 
leal fertilizers that contain the largest 
per cent, of these substances will be 
the most economical and beneficial. A 
fertilizer containing one and a half to 
two per cent, of nitrogen, one to nine 
per cent, of available phosphoric acid 
ten to twelve per cent, of j>otash. will 
give excellent results when applied tc 
orchard 
land in quantities 
ranging 
from 400 to GOO pounds per acre.
